The first na- 
tion to resume relations with Ger- 
many, therefore, probably will ' be 
among those whose forms of gov- 
ernment admit of rpeedy action such 
as Great Britain, which may ratify 
the treaty through a mere order of 
the Privy Council.

No • recent 
advance has caused

actual use of army aircraft'-:to lo- 
cate, and even' to; fight; forest fires. 
Of course this;means.:when fully de- 
veloped, a lot of-landing ^places and 
a very' ;close 
study' -of mountain 


meadows .and 
natural 
openings 


where,'with sufficient brush cutting, 
safe landings can be made by skilled 
aviators,. But.that comes later. Just 
nowwhat the forest:service proposes 
in California, . Arizona 
and 
some 
other places, is careful experimenta- 
tion' with -"methods. and possibilities. 


AIRCRAFT AND AVIREIaESS. 
Beyond question there is a large 


place for aircraft and wireless teleg- 
raphy in forest work, not only for 
spotting- fires and leading fighters 
, to the place by the best "route, but 
j for reporting accidents, looking up 
' lost people, and saving lives. 
The 


unwritten annals of California, as 
all mountain 
regions, are full of 
tragic events—men have 
bled to 


death, died from rattlesnake bites, 
or been crushed under falling trees 
—children have perished from hun- 
ger and exha'ustion when a scouting 
airplane might have rescued them 
even from rocks and thickets. 


But these uses are remote. Fire 


work comes first, and of course, the 
flying field bases of Riverside, Ar- 
cadia and San Diego will be utilized. 


When an aviator spots a fire he 


may 
be able to . extinguish .it by 


using peaceful 
tree-saving. . bombs 


loaded with the proper chemicals. 
He may call for fire fighters with 
their tools and they will arrive, per- 
haps on a dirigible, dismount- by a 
ladder, hit the fire line, send the 
machine back . for 
moro. men if! 


needed, and start coffee pots and 
sandwiches on the rounds. 
-' 


"Weather-beaten- old pioneer rang- 


ers will observe that things will move 
faster and be a lot inore fun than 
when loue fire scouts located fires 
by their best 
topographical guess 


work, went for them, and staid till 
they won out, 
sometimes without 


food, or sleep for many hours. As 
a forest fire is often a day or two in- 
"getting a fair start," unavoidable 
delays in reaching it,; before the na- 
tional 
forests had any telephones, 


usually meant the loss of a thousand 
or more acres 
of timber. • Every 


minute counts in reaching-a fire. 


PRINCIPAL CAUSES. 
The principal causes of forest fires 
are human ignorance and human 
carelessness — the. match 
thrown 


down, the pipe emptied, the campfire 
wrongly located, wrongly made,-and 
left without being killed,.. To. .fools 
of a peculiarly hopeless and exasper- 
ating sort, the temptation to set fire 
to a pitch-pine stump or tree is per- 
fectly irresistible. Here are some 
rules, 
re-stated: 
Use 
"Safety" 


matches. Pinch them clear out. Do 
not make smoke on the trail; save 
that for the camp. As far as possi- 
"ble make cooking and campfires on•_ 
clean rock or sand. Otherwise, scrape j 
the duff away to clean dirt. Keep 
the 
fire small—note 
the 
flying 
sparks, extinguish it with lots of wa- 
ter before you leave, and see that it 
is "dead."

roadbed is better than that by way 
of Auburn and Colfax.

Leaving Sacramento there is a 
stretch of fifty-six miles of ' pave- 
ment to Placerville with the excep- 
tion of a three-mile detour around 
a piece of new highway construc- 
tion. 


From Placerville the road steadily 
climbs with only one dip, which is 
two or three miles in extent. 
Then 
from that point on the road winds 
alongside the American river until 
it reaches the summit, 7U40 feet 
above sea level.

Here is a suggestion for straight- 
ening' a garage door that has begun 
to sag, which is better than the ordi- 
nary method of planing off the bot- 
tom: 
Drive two heavy nailg in op- 
posite corners of the doors and run 
some lengths of heavy wire between 
them. 
Slip a couple of blocks of 
wood tinder the wire, and then take 
another spike and use it as turn- 
buckle in the center of the 
wire. 
This will draw the bottom of the 
door up. so that it will fit its frame 
properly. 
Finally drive the turn- 


buckle spike in the center of the" 
door and the cure for sagging will 
e permanent.

League, and who is an authority on 
highway conditions in the State, 
there is nothing California is so 
much in need of just now as proper 
thoroughfares. This obtains in all 
parts, from Siskiyou to San Diego. 


"Good roads are essential to the 


upbuilding of the State," declared 
Brown. "California proved herself 
more than equal to every war emer- 
gency. The result of that experience 


has been to make Californians know 
their own State better. Agriculturist* 
and manufacturers have set about 
upon an era of intensive cultivation 
of the soil and of the use of more 
of our own products, So as to pro- 
duce prosperity in this State never 
dreamed of.

If 
we aim to keep the attractions for 
them and make it possible for them 
to come back every year, we should 
build miles of roads, of such perfec- 
tion and of such length and breadth 
over the entire state that visitors just 
can't help coming back to California. 


"The*$40,000,000 bond issue 
for 
state roads will be one of the great- 
est of measures if the people of Cali- 
fornia will reflect a little and come 
to realize that they should make it 
possible."

on the other hand"; for twenty-four

hundred, "five men," etc.

The total number of points would 
be 100 if all sanitary conditions were 
perfect.

If 
tho water is exposed to dangerous 
contamination or if theie is evidence 
of the presence of a dangerous dis- 
ease among the animals or attend- 
ants, the score shall be zero. A dairy 
receiving a score of 
shall be condemned. 
less than 50 


Milk is brought in from the dnirirs 


and creameries to the city labora- 
tory where the bacteriologist ex- 
amines it. The first step is to take 
a cubic centimeter of milk and put 
it in a small glass receptacle which 
is airtight. Then this slas.-. recept- 
acle which has the cubic centimeter 
of milk is put 
in the incubator 


which stays at SO decrees F, be- 
cause that is the 
heat

microbes 
multiply fastest in.

stays there forty-eight hours.

milk. They are then counted. The 
milk that has the fewest microbes 
is the milk that is the purest, while 
the milk that has lots of microbes 
is the milk that is the impurest.

The committee is eager to make the 
list as complete and helpful as pos- 
sible, and with this end in view, tho 
request is hfiing sent out that aU 
composers now living permanently In 
California submit a list of their 
printed compositions ror voice, violin 
and piano, together with the pub- 
lishers' names.
